It  is  intended  that 
any  items  omitted  v/ill  be  dealt  with  in  a Report  at  the  termination 
of  the  war. 


STATISTICS  A1\'D  SOCIAL  CONDITIONS  OF  THE  ilREA. 

The  area  of  the  district  is  1,060  acres.  The 
population  figure  at  the  census  of  193^  7^909  * 

The  general  health  of  the  population  was  good.  Little 
improvement  was  notioeable  in  the  general  cleanliness  of  the  body 
and  clothing  of  children. 

Nits  and  lice  in  the  hair  of  children  still  persist., 
although  a slight  improvement  was  evident  towards  the  latter  part 
of  the  year.  More  mothers  are  employed  in  industry,  and  this  may 
partially  account  for  this  neglect.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA, 


\74T.ER  SUPPLY, 

The  Accrington  District  G-aa  and  Water  Board  undertake 
this  service  and  make  the  necessary  tests  of  the  quality  of  the 
water.  The  supply  was  constant  and  sufficient. 


DRAINACE  AND  SEWAG-S. 

This  service  is  undertaken  by  the  Clayton-le-Moors  and 
Great  Harwood  Joint  Sewerage  Board,  and  extends  to  all  premises 
save  a few  isolated  farms.  Periodical  testing  and  flushing 
was  carried  out. 


Scavenging  is  carried  out  by  the  Sanitary  Authority 
under  the  Council’ s Surve^^or’  s Supervision. 

Further  details  regarding  Sanitary  circumstances, 
Housing  and  Inspection  and  Supervision  of  Food,  are  contained

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

The  following  table  shows  the  number  of  new  cases  of 
tuberculosis  notified  during  the  year  and  the  number  of  deaths 
from  the  disease  which  occurred  in  the  various  age  groups. 


TUBERCULOSIS. 


The  Tuberculosis  Service  for  the  area  is  iministered 
by  the  County  Council  and  one  of  their  principal  dispensaries  is 
only  a fev;  yards  outside  the  boundary  of  the  Urban  District, 

This  dispensary  is  constantly  open  with  a full  clerical 
and  health  visiting  staff.  One  consultant  and  one  other 
Tuberculosis  Officer  of  the  County  Council  attend  several  times 
a weeh  to  see  patients  recommended  for  consultation  by  Local 
Practitioners  or  cases  found  by  the  Liedical  Officer  in  course 
of  routine  work  in  schools,  ante-natal  or  welfare  clinics.

Toxoid-Anti- toxin  Floccules,  Three  injections  were  given 

at  fortnightly  intervals.  Reactions  v/ere  few  and  mild, 
a slight  local  swelling  which  disappeared  v/ithin  a few  days. 

No  Schick  Tests  were  performed.

Some  difficulty  was  e.uperienced  at  one  factory  due  to  fumes 
arising  from,  an  industrial  plant,  causing  a nuisance,  but  this 
was  later  el«i#ninated  somewhat,  by  a process  of  filtering.

There  are  no  congested  areas  in  the  district, 
the  houses  are  stone  built  with  through  ventilation, 
of  v^hich  are  very  old,  and  there  are  no  b<?.ch“to-bach

Many  applications  for  houses  were  made,  some  of  which  were 
applicants  from  outside  districts,  desiring  to  live  near  their 
war  time  \\rork3. 

Difficult  was  experienced,  owing  to  shortage  of  labour  in 
the  building  trades,  to  get  essential  repairs  completed. 


FITKS3S  OF  MOUSES, 

Owing  to  the  nature  of  the  sub-soil  (clay),  ground  dampness 
exists  in  a large  proportion  of  the  older  houses,  especially  in 
the  living  rooms  which  have  flagged  floors.
